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THE LAMSON HOMESTEAD 
1735 - 1975 


With a grant of land from the King of England, Samuel 
Lamson, descendant of the first William Lamson of Ipswich, 
Massachusetts, came to Mont Vernon in 1735, then called 
Souhegan West a part of Amherst, and was one of the two 
first settlers to build a log cabin here. Here also was born 
the first white child of English parents, Sara Lamson, 
in 1739. 

With courage and determinaton the first thirty families 
who ultimately settled in this area, conquered the wilder- 
ness, cleared the forest, fenced in their fields with stonewalls 
and built their homes. 

The original house stands, enlarged as the family pros- 
pered, with seven generations being born in this homestead, 
passed on from father to son in each generation. 

Well respected and prosperous farmers, they all took a 
vital interest in the growth of the town, in establishing the 
church, the schools and in taking up arms when called to 
defend their liberty. This house and the three hundred 
acres of fields and woods, stretching to the north to the New 
Boston line, to the east and west, steeped in history of the 
very founding of the town of Mont Vernon and the lives 
of one family, is our legacy to all the future generations, to 
enjoy the peace and tranquility of the open land, the trails, 
the woods with wild flowers and songs of birds, the deer 
and fox feeding in the apple orchard. A place to skate and 
ski and toboggan. A place to ride, to walk and enjoy for- 
ever and free to everyone in Mont Vernon.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


1974 saw taxes rise to nearly the level of 1972, but the in- 
crease was held down in part by an increase in property 
valuation of nearly a million dollars. 

As voted at the 1974 town meeting, contracts were let for 
the painting of the town hall and fire house. The fire house 
is completed and looks much better, while the onset of wint- 
er delayed finishing the town hall until spring. According 
to the painter, the shutters on the town hall, which are 
larger than standard size, are rotted beyond repair and we 
are investigating methods of replacing them. There is some 
thought of leaving the shutters off completely. 

The 1974 town meeting also raised money to complete 
the fire house and town hall septic tank system, but the low 
bidder who has been awarded the job went out of business. 
The money appropriated is being held over to try to com- 
plete the job in 1975. 

During 1974, the Selectmen increased the pay of police 
officers to $3.00 per hour plus 15¢ per mile and 50¢ per hour 
for use of cars. Arrangements were made through the N. H. 
Law Enforcement Assistance Administration for purchase 
of a new radio for the Chief's car, giving him reliable com- 
munication with Milford, the County and the State Police 
for the first time. With 95% federal and state funding, the 
cost to the town was $50. 

The Tax Map Committee was appointed and has been 
working at figuring out how to prepare a map, collecting 
aerial photos and property information. The actual map 
preparation should start soon. 

The most publicized issue of the year was the one of 
gravel trucks on Old Wilton Road and Francestown Turn- 
pike. On petition by the citizenry and after gathering the 
facts and holding a public hearing, the selectmen decided to 
close Old Wilton Road to through trucks. Signs to that effect 
will be erected in the Spring. 

The Town Building Study Committee has reported back 
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to the Selectmen that the cost of doing a complete job of 
renovating the town hall to provide town offices, modern- 
izing sanitary facilities, and add electric heat throughout 
would be in the neighborhood of $45,000. Since that is a 
pretty rich neighborhood, it’s likely that the Selectmen will 
propose a lesser sum to provide first floor office space, heat 
and sanitary facilities at a minimum cost. The need for town 
offices and administrative help is growing everyday as the 
population and government paperwork increase. Important 
town records and legal papers should no longer be stored 
and used in the various officials homes. 


Providing ambulance service to the town has been a con- 
stant source of concern during the year. We have been pay- 
ing United Ambulance a monthly retainer to provide service 
out of Nashua but United’s future continues to be, at best, 
uncertain. The Amherst Rescue Squad hopes to be author- 
ized to buy an ambulance at their town meeting, and they 
have approached us about providing service to Mont Vernon 
and accepting volunteer members from town. In essence, a 
combined Ambherst-Mont Vernon operation. Although ane 
is not firm yet, it seems to offer a good solution to the prob- 
lem of providing speedy, qualified ambulance service to the 
town. 

At special town meetings last fall both Amherst and Hollis 
approved the regional solid waste disposal district which 
Mont Vernon and Brookline had voted for at regular town 
meetings. The district committee was formed in December 
with Mont Vernon being represented by Selectman Corbett. 
The official name of the body is the Souhegan Valley Region- 
al Landfill District and progress has. been made toward con- 
verting our dump to a transfer site and starting landfill on a 
site already purchased by the Town of Amherst. We hope 
to be able to comply with the burning ban set for July, 1975. 

A word about how taxes are assessed seems appropriate 
since we received many questions about this during the year. 
Taxes are assessed to the owner of record as of April 1, and 
are based on the appraised value. 
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The town was completely reappraised during 1969 by pro- 
fessional appraisers from the state and taxes were first as- 
sessed on that basis in 1970. The appraisers use a guide book 
to assign values and that same book has been used by state 
personnel in the town every year since 1970, to appraise new 
properties and major additions. This should keep every- 
thing even between old houses and new houses. The Sel- 
ectmen are officially responsible for appraisals. Since ap- 
praising involves detailed professional knowledge, the Sel- 
ectmen have, in the past four years, paid the State to do the 
appraising of new and altered properties. 

The State has informed us that this can only be done for 
four years following a reappraisal so that 1974 was the last 
year for the State to do the “pick-ups”. In 1975, and there- 
after, the Selectmen, or some professional service hired by 
them, will do the appraising. The Selectmen have a copy of 
the appraisers handbook used in 1969 and will be glad to 
explain to any taxpayer how his appraisal was calculated. 
Once in a while a taxpayer and the Selectmen may disagree 
on the appraised value of his property. Whenever this occurs 
the taxpayer may apply to the State Tax Commission for a 
review and the Commission may direct the Selectmen to 
change the appraised value. Errors of description can us- 
ually be settled by the Selectmen. 

Looking Ahead: 


An unusual opportunity has been offered to the town. 
William O. Lamson, who served the town well for many 
years, expressed a wish before he passed on last summer that 
the historic Lamson farm be kept together and not subdi- 
vided. Mr. Lamson’s family has offered to sell the Lamson 
farm to the town for $80,000, which is considerably less than 
the property would bring on the open market. 

The benefits to the town of this acquisition are many. 
First, there is the opportunity to preserve intact a property 
of great historic and sentimental value to Mont Vernon. The 
Lamson farm has been owned and worked by the Lamson 
family in direct line since the original Kings Grant. Second, 
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town ownership of the property provides space and facility 
for recreation and conservation for both present and future. 
And last, but not least, keeping property out of the hands of 
subdividers and builders has been found to benefit towns 
financially because new housing seldom brings in enough 
tax revenue to offset its increased demand on town services. 

Many avenues of possible funding through various fed- 
eral, state and private programs which may help with the 
purchase are being examined by a committee appointed by 
the Selectmen. Potential uses, production of income, and 
other aspects of the town’s acquisition of a tract of land of 
over 300 acres, including some of the most picturesque views 
in the town, are being studied. 

This is a once in a lifetime opportunity for the town to 
acquire open space for the use and enjoyment of present and 
future generations. 

To close on a more mundane matter, the twenty-five year 
old fire house roof seems to have given up the ghost and we 
are asking for sufficient funds for a new roof.

The Purgatory Stampers, Mont Vernon's stamp club, are 
using the library facilities weekly. Anyone interested is wel- 
come to join. 

Due to the increasing costs of books, this year the library 
was only able to purchase 193 new volumes — adult fiction 
83, adult nonfiction 56, junior fiction 44, and junior nonfic- 
tion 10. 

In order to allow new books to circulate more readily, a 
different policy was inaugurated in September, whereby a 
five cent per day fine was levied on overdue new books. In 
brief, a newly acquired book can be kept out for three weeks. 
It can be renewed only if no one has reserved it. Two vol- 
umes can be taken out at one time by a borrower. This 
applies only to books which have been on the shelves less 
than six months. Almost anything in the stacks can be bor- 
rowed by the armful. The trustees and staff feel it is impor- 
tant for more books to be available to more people, hence 
this tightening of rules.

All open burning when the ground is not covered with 
snow is controlled by the Town Forest Fire Warden in co- 
operation with the New Hampshire Forest Fire Service. 
Anyone wishing to kindle a fire out-of-doors when the 
ground is not covered with snow must have a written permit 
signed by the Town Forest Fire Warden. If the fire is to be 
kindled on land not owned by the person kindling the fire 
then he must have the permission of the landowner. No out- 
door fires can be kindled between 9 A.M. and 5 P.M. unless 
it is raining, without the additional approval of the District 
Forest Fire Chief. “nt , 

The 1974 forest fire season was one of the worst in the 
past two decades. Woodlands in central and southern New 
Hampshire became so dry in mid August that the Governor 
and Council, upon the recommendation of the State Forester, 
enacted a partial woodlands closure in Sullivan, Cheshire, 
Hillsborough, Merrimack and Belknap Counties and a com- 
plete woodlands closure in Strafford and Rockingham Coun- 
ties plus the Towns of Barnstead, Gilmanton and Alton in 
Belknap County. Through the excellent cooperation of the 
citizens of our State no major forest fire occurred at any 
time during the year.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


If land is a measure of wealth (and there are those of us 
who think it is), we are a little richer this year. The town 
through the commission has acquired two new pieces of 
property. The first is a 35 acre wooded lot straddling Old 
Coach Road, donated by Mr. Torres, and the second plot 
includes 8 acres of Purgatory Brook frontage property 
owned by Mrs. Joan Rathbone. The transactions were 
handled by the Souhegan Valley Land Trust. Our deepest 
appreciation to Mr. Torres, Mrs. Rathbone, and the Souhe- 
gan Valley Land Trust. 

After attending a water testing workshop, we began a 
water testing program. We periodically sample the water 
in Purgatory Brook, hoping to gain some experience along 
with data for future reference. We hope to expand our 
sample taking area. 

We offered for your pleasure two guided tours into Pur- 
gatory. The first was a June Nature Walk to the Upper 
Falls, noting trees, shrubs, flowers and ferns along the way. 
Wooden stakes were labeled and placed in appropriate 
spots for future hikers. Unfortunately, they were removed 
within a very short time. The second was a September hike 
into the ravine to the lower falls, a cascade about one-half 
the scale of the upper falls, located about a third of a mile 
downstream. It was noted that the flora there is very similar 
to that found in the White Mountains. It is a healthy hike 
and we recommend it; not necessarily at the height of black 
fly season. 

Jeff Smith, conservationist from Hollis, was our guide for 
both these excursions and we thank him for two delightful 
afternoons. 

A most popular attraction, the large, sturdy picnic table 
at George O. Carleton Park was donated to the town 
through a cooperative effort. Our appreciation goes to the 
Carleton family, who furnished the lumber, and to Phil 
Byam for the labor in construction. 

Our Woodlot Work Program this year consisted of three 
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acres of weeding, thinning, and pruning on the Southeast 
side of Purgatory Falls. We are compensated for this work 
by REAP (Regional Environmental Assistance Program) 
which brings to mind the article we have placed on this 
year’s warrant. You will notice this is the second consecutive 
year we have not asked for an operating budget. We feel 
at present we can manage on revenue received for this wood- 
lot management which we carry out. We hope you will 
agree with our article. | | 

Perhaps the most exciting idea of 1974 is that the town 
has the opportunity to purchase the Lamson Property so that 
it can be preserved as Open Space. We strongly support 
the concept of Open Space. There may never be a second 
chance. | |

Implementation of new ideas as well as continuation of 
successful Recreation Commission sponsored programs has 
been the thrust of our activities during 1974. 

One of the Commission’s primary concerns is land — land 
that could be obtained now for future recreational activities 
within the natural environs. We are eager to work with 
other town organizations such as the Conservation Comm- 
ission and Planning Board toward this end. 

This year we have made concerted efforts to keep skating 
areas clear of snow at both Jew Pond and Winsor’s Pond. 
Although the snow basically stayed ahead of us, we were 
able to organize some snow removal activities, and thereby 
good skating was enjoyed by many townspeople. 

Again, both boys and girls participated in the softball 
program during the spring and early summer. The intent 
with this program is to allow all who come to play. We were 
fortunate this year to again have enough adults to run two 
separate softball games — one for older children and one for 
younger children. We welcome any parents or interested 
adults to join us at the Village School Field during the soft- 
ball season to assist in this well attended program. | 

The Mont Vernon Swimming Program is sponsored each 
year by the Recreation Commission, and it was a huge suc- 
cess again this year. Approximately eighty persons, children 
and adults participated in the Swimming Program, which 
was held, once again, at the pool belonging to the Prescott 
Dow's. | 

Levels taught were: 

Pre-school — mother and child. Adult — to learn and im- 
prove strokes. Youth — Beginner, Advanced beginner, Inter- 
mediate, and swimmer. Beginners were broken down into 
three levels: Novice — total nonswimmers, Beg. 1 — face in 
water, floating on tummy, dogpaddle. Beg. 2 — the skill of 
rythmic breathing, development of crawl stroke, culminating 
in a deep water class. 
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All American Red Cross skill sheets have been submitted 
to the Souhegan Red Cross. 

Equipment for the program now consists of five water- 
wings, twelve kickboards, a first aid kit. 

Suggestions for 1975. The purchase of six more water- 
wings. The incorporation of a life saving program, perhaps 
in another pool. The thought is given to a Mont Vernon 
swim team. 

The Prescott Dows were recognized for their kindness and 
generosity by the Mont Vernon Recreational Committee and 
were presented with an electric bug light killer, a welcome 
asset to their pool area. 

Two teenagers, Janet Heaney and Nicky ee assisted 
with the pre-schoolers and novices. Red Cross W.S.I. instruc- 
tor, Ingred Windt, directed the program. As one can see, this 
is truly a valuable program. 

A new venture for the Recreation Commission this year 
was the sponsorship of an oil painting class. An instructor 
was found, and a series of 10 2 hour lessons were held for 
$30.00 per person. This was intended as a beginners type of 
instruction, and it was thoroughly enjoyed by those who 
participated, 

Our Halloween Movie Party was a success again as it has 
been each year. We plan to get the young people in town 
to work up a “Spook House” for next year. 

We intend to plan new activities during the coming year, 
and we welcome any ideas and/or suggestions from the 
townspeople as to the kind of things they would like to see 
the Recreation Commission accomplish.

REPORT OF THE TAX MAP COMMITTEE 


Shortly after the Town approved Article 12 of the 1974 
Town Warrant, the Selectmen appointed Vernon B. Wilkins, 
William C. Pizzo, and Samuel M. King to join them as mem- 
bers of the Tax Map Committee. A series of meetings have 
been held during the year commencing in April. Most of 
these meetings were attended by Robert W. Breck, County 
Forester, who, as a consultant to the committee, has given 
us much valuable advice and assistance. 

The 1971 New Hampshire State Legislature voted into law 
a requirement that every city and town have a property tax 
map showing boundary lines of each parcel of land, with 
each parcel properly indexed, by January 1, 1980. No re- 
quirements or guidelines were set forth regarding map size, 
scale, accuracy, or other information which might be neces- 
sary. There is, however, a bill pending in the 1975 Legis- 
lature which is intended to clarify at least some of these 
points. Until this bill is acted upon, there is some uncer- 
tainty regarding the magnitude and complexity of our task. 

Our initial efforts were directed toward determining what 
was involved in developing a useful town tax map. Once 
we had some appreciation of this, we turned our attention 
to the selection of an appropriate map scale, map size, a 
revision recording system, and a comprehensive filing and 
indexing system. Artwork for the map sheets, revision rec- 
ords, and index cards have been completed but these docu- 
ments have not yet been printed. 

Aerial photographs are an essential tool in our mapping 
efforts. The committee has a set of Town-owned photo- 
graphs taken by the U.S.D.A. in June, 1952. A later set 
taken in 1967 by the U.S. Geological Survey has been order- 
ed but not yet received. This set will be to a scale corres- 
ponding to our selected map scale. Another tool essential 
to our efforts has also been obtained. Sanders Associates, 
Inc., has generously lent the Town a professional drafting 
board and a drafting machine. 
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During the coming months our efforts will continue, and 
we hope to begin the base map; the map sheets showing 
roads, ponds, streams, etc., on which property lines will be 
added. Landowners who have not yet submitted lot plans 
or deed descriptions are again urged to do so as soon as 


possible.

NASHUA REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 


The Nashua Regional Planning Commission is a tax- 
supported agency of local government. It is a cooperative 
venture of the towns of Amherst, Brookline, Hollis, Hudson, 
Litchfield, Lyndeborough, Merrimack, Milford, Mont Ver- 
non, Pelham, Wilton and the City of Nashua. Its main 
purpose is to provide a means for communities to work to- 
gether in solving problems of mutual interest or which 
affect two or more of the member communities. The Com- 
mission employs a professional staff to supply advisory tech- 
nical assistance to the member communities on planning 
projects and programs and other community issues. 

The Nashua Regional Planning Commission is governed 
by a board of local residents who are appointed by the 
Selectmen of each member town and the Mayor of Nashua. 
This citizen board is responsible for setting the policy of the 
Commission, deciding financial and program matters, and 
hiring the staff of the agency. The Commission's activities 
are financed by a local contribution from each member 
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community. This contribution is based in the 1970 census 
of population at a rate of $.25 per resident and is a require- 
ment for membership in the Commission. These local funds 
are supplemented through participation in various state, 
federal and private programs. 

The Regional Commission has, in the past year, initiated 
and completed several significant regional programs. Early 
in 1974, the Commission completed the first part of a Com- 
prehensive Regional Water Quality Management Plan. This 
plan represents two years of working with citizens, town and. 
city engineers, and elected officials throughout the region 
in developing a coordinated plan for water and sewer needs 
for the future. Regional transportation planning efforts were 
increased when the Commission entered into a contract with 
the State Department of Public Works and Highways to 
receive additional funds to employ transportation planning 
expertise to provide services to the member communities as 
well as carry out regional transportation planning. The Com- 
mission also began a program to provide government man- 
agement assistance to local communities. The emphasis of 
the program is on fiscal management and coordination of 
local, federal and state programs. 

The Commission staff is now in the second phase of a 
two-year program to develop a regional open space plan. 
Public land, as well as open space in various categories of 
private and non-profit ownership was identified and mapped 
for each community. This information will be used in meet- 
ings with government officials, conservation commissions, 
and other interested groups to identify both for each com- 
munity and for the region as a whole the needs for future 
open space and recreational lands. The program will also 
identify and provide to the communities a guide plan for 
developing open space programs. The staff also assisted in 
the development of the State Comprehensive Outdoor Re- 
creation Plan as it related to the Nashua regional area. 

The Commission, for nearly three years, has supported 
emergency medical systems planning for the Nashua region. 
During the first two years of this program, the Regional 
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Commission provided support staff and space for meetings. 
An intensive planning program is currently underway and it 
is anticipated that implementation of the Emergency Medi- 
cal System will begin sometime in July of 1975. The systems 
planning approach involves not only the Regional Planning 
Commission but the hospitals, the ambulance services, the 
medical profession, as well as the emergency medical tech- 
nicians and ambulance personnel in the area. | 

Local planning assistance is also a very important part 
of the Regional Commission’s program. Those projects 
identified by the Commission as being local in nature con- 
stitute approximately 50% of the total Commission program. 
The professional planning staff has worked with the Mont 
Vernon Planning Board on development of a cluster zoning 
proposal by providing information on cluster developments 
and reviewing the proposal with the Planning Board. In 
addition, the Commission’s planning staff has worked with 
the Board of Adjustment on a request for a special exception 
for an apartment building complex. The Conservation Com- 
mission and regional staff have reviewed the summary of 
the data collected for the open space project in order to 
develop a program of land purchase. 

Another service that the Regional Planning Commission 
provides is the Joint Planning Boards meetings. Planning 
Boards from all communities in the region come together 
four times a year to share information. These meetings have 
two purposes. The first is to share concerns and potential 
solutions to problems between member towns. The second 
is to bring to the Planning Boards information of particular 
and timely interest, such as state legislation, land use court 
cases, new approaches to land use planning, and zoning and 
subdivision ordinance implementation. 

The Nashua Regional Planning Commission is a part of 
local government run and paid for by local government. 
It is a cooperative program to enable local governments to 
work together to solve common problems and learn from 
each other to make Southern New Hampshire a better place 
to live and work. 
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0c PRELIMINARY REPORT | 
LAMSON FARM ACQUISITION COMMITTEE 


William O. Lamson was a lifetime resident of Mont Ver- 
non and following a family tradition, was selectman for 15 
years. He expressed the wish before he died last summer 
that the Lamson property be acquired by the Town and re- 
tained more or less in its present undeveloped state. The 
house and some 300 acres of land around the home place 
have been offered for sale at a most attractive price of 
$80,000 to the Town by William’s widow, Florence, and his 
brother, Frank. 

The Lamson Farm Acquisition Committee was formed 
January 23, to investigate the possibility of acquiring that 
property for the Town. Among the areas the committee is 
examining are available funding alternatives, historic as- 
pects, possible public uses, possible income-producing uses 
and maintenance. The committee has published a report 
which has been sent to the townspeople.

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MINUTES OF ANNUAL TOWN MEETING | 


March 5, 1974 


The Annual Town Meeting of Mont Vernon, N. H. was 
declared open at 10:05 a.m. on March 5, 1974 by Modera- 
tor Walter D. Kilian. The Moderator read Articles 1, 2 and 
3 of the Town Warrant and Articles 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5 of the 
Warrant for Annual School Meeting. At 10:09 a.m., Mr. 
Kilian declared the polls open. 

At 7:30 p.m. Moderator Kilian suspended voting and 
called the meeting to order. Members of the 4-H Club led 
the pledge of allegiance to the flag, and Reverend David E. 
Svenson led the assembly in prayer. . 

Article 4. Motion was made by Selectman Charles M. 
Puckette, seconded by Selectman Keith E. Pomeroy, to ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,500 from the Revenue Sharing F und 
to be transferred to the Capital Reserve Fund established 
for the purchase of new Fire Apparatus. Motion adopted. 

Article 5. Motion was made by Selectman Pomeroy, 
seconded by W. Guild Smith, to appropriate the sum of 
$3,000 from the Revenue Sharing Fund for the purpose of 
painting Town Hall and the Fire House. Discussion fol- 
lowed wherein it was explained that this appropriation was 
expected to be sufficient for painting the Town Hall and at 
least a part of the Fire House. Motion adopted. 

Article 6. Motion was made by Selectman Lawrence H. 
Corbett, seconded by Selectman Puckette, to appropriate 
the sum of $3,000 from the Revenue Sharing Fund for im- 
provement of Class V roads. During discussion, it was ex- 
plained that this was a continuation of the three-year plan 
begun the previous year. Motion was made by Samuel M. 
King, seconded by James Gorton, to amend the motion by 
reducing the appropriation sum to $2,600.. The amendment 
was defeated. The original motion, appropriating $3,000, 
was then adopted. 

Article 7. Motion was made by Selectman Pomeroy, 
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seconded by John M. Esposito, to appropriate the sum of 
$2,100 from the Revenue Sharing Fund to complete a septic 
system for the Fire House and Town Hall. Motion adopted. 

Article 8. Motion was made by Selectman Pomeroy, 
seconded by Selectman Corbett, to raise the sum of 
$55,715.88 to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same in accordance with the 
published Budget reduced by the $6,600 Revenue Sharing 
Funds approved in Articles 4, 6, and 7. Motion was made 
by Mark W. Vaughn, seconded by Janet Williams, to in- 
crease the motion to $58,715.88 by increasing the appro- 
priation for maintenance of Class V roads in the amount of 
$3,000. The amendment was defeated. After discussion of 
several items in the budget, the motion to appropriate 
$55,715.88 was adopted. | 

Article 9. Motion was made by Selectman Corbett, sec- 
onded by Selectman Puckette, to accept reports of all Town 
Officers, Agents, Auditors, Committees, etc., and raise and 
appropriate any money relative thereto. 

Motion was made by David W. Hayden, seconded by 
Selectman Corbett, to amend the motion to include the 
Auditors’ Certificate which was in the possession of the 
Selectmen but not published in the Town Report. ‘The 
amendment was adopted. Selectman Corbett moved, sec- 
onded by Mr. Hayden, to amend the original motion to 
appropriate the sum of $500 as recommended by the Report 
of Committee to Study and Recommend Commemoration to 
Veterans of Korean and Vietnam Conflicts. After much dis- 
cussion, during which David A. Lambarth suggested instead 
a living memorial in the form of a donation to the schools, 
the amendment was adopted. The amended motion to ac- 
cept reports of all Town Officers, Agents, Auditors, Com- 
mittees, etc., including the Auditors’ Certificate, and to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $500 as recommended in the Re- 
port of Committee to Study and Recommend Commemora- 
tion to Veterans of Korean and Vietnam Conflicts, was 
adopted. | 


Article 10. Motion was made by Selectman Puckette, 
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seconded by Virginia M. Harcovitz, to authorize the Select- 
men and Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 
The motion was adopted. } 
Article 11. Motion was made by Selectman Corbett, sec- 
onded by Mr. Vaughn, to establish a Town Building Study 
Committee consisting of three members to be appointed by 
the Selectmen, and to raise and appropriate the sum of $100 
for expenses thereto. After discussion during which it. was 
explained that this was for the purpose of finding a per- 
manent office suitable for the increasing requirements of 
conducting Town business, the motion was adopted. 
Article 12. Motion was made by Selectman Pomeroy, 
seconded by Selectman Puckette, to establish a Tax Map 
Committee consisting of the Selectmen and three additional 
members to be appointed by the Selectmen, to create a 
Town Tax Map and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$100 for expenses thereto. The motion was adopted. 
Article 13. Motion was made by Willard Archibald, sec- 
onded by William Harcovitz, to release any claim the Town 
may have on a certain section of former Route 13, passing 
through the property of Roger Brown, as described in W. O. 
Lamson subdivision application made by Wing and Schnei- 
derhan, Inc., dated June, 1973, and extending northerly 
through the property of Roger Brown and Willard Archi- 
bald to the next intersection of former Route 13 and the 
right-of-way of present New Hampshire Route 13. - After 
discussion and presentation of a map of the property in 
question, the motion was adopted. | 
Article 14. Motion was made by Selectman Puckette, 
seconded by Mrs. Harcovitz, to enter into a contract be- 
tween the Town of Mont Vernon and United Ambulance 
and Medical Services, Inc., providing for the availability of 
ambulance service for residents of the Town of Mont Ver- 
non for the period April 1, 1974 through March 31, 1975 
at a total cost to the Town of $2,242.44 for such service. 
Motion was made by Mr. Hayden, seconded by Mr. Archi- 
bald, to amend the motion by deleting “United Ambulance 
and Medical Services, Inc.” and substituting therefore “an 
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approved ambulance service.” The amendment and 
amended motion were adopted. 

Article 15. Mr. Hayden moved, seconded by James F. 
Hicks, to raise and appropriate the sum of $453 for a soil 
survey of the Town by the Soil Conservation Service (to be 
matched by Federal Funds). After discussion wherein it 
was explained that the exact date of the survey was not yet 
known, the motion was adopted. 

Article 16. Motion was made by Joseph G. Carleton, 
seconded by Robert H. Naber, to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000 to purchase two new Scott Air Packs with 
extra bottles. The motion was adopted. 

Article 17. Motion was made by Selectman Corbett, 
seconded by Mr. Hayden, to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,500 for the purpose of purchasing carved double-faced 
redwood street signs, with brackets and posts as required, 
for approximately 70 town street intersections. Selectman 
Corbett moved to amend the motion, seconded by Select- 
man Puckette, by deleting the words “carved double-faced 
redwood” and “for approximately 70 town street intersec- 
tions.” The amendment was adopted. After discussion of 
the problems of vandalism and the possibility of town citi- 
zens erecting suitable signs at intersections near their 
homes, the amended motion was defeated. 

Article 18. Motion was made by Robert J. O'Halloran, 
seconded by Selectman Puckette, to designate the Nashua 
Regional Planning Commission as the agency responsible for 
coordinating region-wide planning for water quality (well 
water supplies and surface waters), and to participate in 
the coordinated planning and its implementation. (This 
water quality management planning, as required by Section 
208 of the Water Pollution Control Act of 1972, is the first 
step towards ensuring the quality of regional water re- 
sources both in the town and in the region.) The motion 
was adopted. 

Moderator Kilian announced with regret that Alice 
Buckley had resigned as one of the Supervisors of the 
Checklist. A standing ovation followed in recognition of 
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and appreciation for her many years of service to the Town 
in this capacity. 

With unanimous approval of those present, Selectman 
Puckette read into the minutes the following letter written 
by Director of the State of New Hampshire Division of Re- 
sources and Economic Development:

I have been advised of your decision to relinquish the 
official duties of Deputy Warden for the town of Mont 
Vernon. Realizing that your knowledge and experience are 
of immeasurable value to the continuance of this State’s 
great forest fire control tradition, I ask that you accept an 
honorary appointment as Deputy Forest Fire Warden. 

This appointment does not carry any statutory responsi- 
bility, assigned duties, or compensation, but is made in 
recognition of your past service, and in hopes it will en- 
courage you to join with us when the opportunity permits.

THE REPORT OF THE 
MONT VERNON SCHOOL BOARD 


~The past year has been one of varied activities and ac- 
complishments. The 1974 District Meeting directed that the 
Fire Marshal's Report be implemented, the Hot Lunch Pro- 
gram started, and certain major repairs be undertaken. These 
have been nearly completed. | 

A question raised at the District Meeting regarding the 
need for an “enclosed” fire escape was resolved in favor of 
an open iron fire escape and landing. Mr. Odell of the State 
Fire Marshal’s Office provided direction in specifying the 
design and approval was obtained for the plan from the 
State Fire Marshal. 

The Hot Lunch Program has been implemented with hot 
sandwiches, milk, and fruit served daily at noon at nominal 
cost to students desiring the food. 

In June, a Special Meeting was called to vote on the State 
sponsored “Voucher Plan.” This Plan would provide parents 
with “educational vouchers” to aid them in educating their 
children in a school of the parent’s choice. The Plan was 
thoroughly presented and discussed. The voters chose not 
to implement the Plan. 

Mr. Finlaw, our new principal, together with the school 
volunteers and the encouragement of the Board, arranged a 
series of neighborhood meetings. These meetings were de- 
signed to enable parents and interested citizens to question 
and comment directly to the school administration on sub- 
jects of the school, its administration, and its policies. 

The School Board has been active in policy development 
to meet the changing administrative problems of the District 
schools. Teaching is becoming a more organized profession 
throughout the State, and it is important to establish clear 
policies and goals, and to open communication with the 
teachers so that problems can be discussed and resolved. 

The Board is completing a policy manual, defining policies 
developed over the past years and annotating each with 
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references to its adaptation and amendment dates. This will 
be valuable to teachers, principals, superintendents, parents, 
and future Board members. 

The most significant result of improving communications 
with teachers has been an agreement on a wage formula 
reached after several meetings. It is based on staff develop- 
ment, continuing college education, and length of service. 

Personnel turnover of Board members, principals, teachers, 
and superintendents make educational continuity difficult to 
achieve. The Board has hired Mr. Richard Finlaw as prin- 
cipal under a three-year contract. This will encourage the 
development of longer ranged educational plans and enable 
them to become better established through continuity of 
leadership. 


The new school budget presents the District voters with 
continuing normal operational costs as well as an opportu- 
nity to discuss and vote upon the impact of a broader cur- 
riculum. Some items such as Hot Lunch have been voted in 
previous years. Others have been established to meet sug- 
gested State minimums for elementary schools. Some such as 
a minimum library have not received any support. A War- 
rant Article requesting architectural funds to investigate our 
facilities and present an integrated program together with 
costs is presented for your consideration at the District 
Meeting. 

Funds have been included to begin implementation of the 
recommendations of the 1974 Study Committee to retain the 
McCollom Building and provide additional space for special 
classes and consultation. 

This report would not be complete without a few words to 
thank Mrs. Mark Vaughn, Mrs. Scott Foster, and the Mont 
Vernon School Volunteers for their unselfish efforts in sup- 
port of the schools. The Hot Lunch Program is a success as 
a direct result of their efforts. Their efforts go beyond, how- 
ever, as they provide additional support for their school in 
other ways such as volunteering to host the neighborhood 
meeting, conduct the Book Fair, and provide classroom aid 
to the teachers. 
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ANNUAL ADMINISTRATIVE REPORTS 


Report of the Superintendent 


Since the State Department of Education approved the 
formation of a separate Supervisory Union No. 40, the ad- 
ministrative staff has met the challenge of setting a direction 
for the instructional program by writing a long range plan 
for curriculum development and improvement. Looked upon 
as a number one priority, the plan establishes an educational 
foundation from which change can occur in an orderly 
fashion. Its major theme encompasses a program design 
which will provide the best possible education for young- 
sters at various stages of development. 

The basis then of this annual Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools is to introduce the program design of the long 
range plan. 

While school districts have been organized around the 
elementary, junior and senior high school concept, research 
of the late 1960’s and early 1970's has introduced the con- 
cept of the middle school. This concept advances the idea 
that the intermediate grades V through VIII are more 
aligned with the primary grades I through IV than with the 
high school grades IX through XII, geared more toward the 
preparation for adulthood. As a result of this alignment, the 
tendancy to coordinate instructional programs for grades I 
through VIII becomes more viable. Programs, therefore, can 
be developed with performance objectives in mind so that 
at the end of eight years of education, children can achieve 
levels of competencies to prepare them for their high school 
endeavors. These levels of competencies would include the 
ability to read, write, and communicate effectively. It would 
also include the ability to perform necessary functions in 
math, the ability to recognize and understand certain con- 
cepts in sciences, and the ability to understand some basic 
factors that have influenced the development of man. 

Where grades I through VIII should be performance- 
based, the organization of grades IX through XII should be 
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experienced-based providing opportunities for students to 
become involved with the world for which they are pre- 
paring. The foundation for this type of curriculum is based 
upon the fact that students must know more about them- 
selves before they are asked to make. important decisions 
which may affect their future. 


Participatory learning is a key element in an experienced- 
based curriculum. It provides students with opportunities to 
work in the community, in social and governmental agencies, 
volunteer organizations, service-oriented institutions and on- 
the-job training under the supervision of a staff member and 
in conjunction with the traditional disciplines. While this 
type of learning experience varies according to the individ- 
ual, it permits students to progress at their own rate; thus 
students may finish high school in less or more than four 
years. 

Individuals are different and should be ee for their 
own par ticular interests and abilities. Although the nomen- 
clature is different, individualized instruction is as:old as the 
one room schoolhouse and like yesterday, this classroom 
strategy is an alternate approach to the teaching — learning 
process. Needless to say, this approach to teaching is more 
demanding since it includes not only imparting knowledge 
but guiding students in their efforts, channeling their work 
and progress through individual lessons, discussions, and 
tests. Complementing this procedure is assistance from the 
guidance staff, reading specialists, and other staff members 
who have joined the staff since the addition(s) was Putt 
to the “one room schoolhouse.” 


Any educational plan which is to reflect the needs of ae 
people it serves must include an opportunity for input from 
the community. It is imperative, therefore, that a School 
Board review with the community the educational system it 
strives to develop. In this way, then educational goals can be 
established and a long range plan for the development of 
educational priorities remain dynamic and ongoing. 

The administrative structure has been re-aligned to best 
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implement this instructional design. Mrs. Marion Jacques 
Dube, Teacher Consultant, now coordinates the work of the 
Supervisory Union No. 40 Principals for grades I through 
VIII. For instance, we have already begun to coordinate 
Math and Reading materials in grades | through VIII so 
that students can meet certain performance objectives. 
Similarly, a Social Studies Curriculum Committee is active- 
ly at work seeking revisions along the lines of a coordinated 
I through VIII program. I believe, therefore, this coordina- 
tion, where once planned, is now a reality. _ 

The teaching staff also has begun to stress the resolution 
of problems as well as the implementation of new programs 
and procedures to best maintain a long range instructional 
plan. This past summer, five members of the staff partici- 
pated in an Instructional Development Institute (I.D.I.) to 
learn how to best plan a strategy to implement changes in 
the Math program. They continued to meet during the 
school year and as a result, they have identified a Math 
program which is being requested in this year’s budget. 

The staff is also involved with other Supervisory Union 
No. 40 personnel in the development of a new policy for 
school board approval and one which will coincide with 
federal guidelines for the maintenance of pupil records. 
In addition, Mont Vernon specialists in Art, Music, and 
Health join other Supervisory Union No. 40 personnel in 
regular meetings to examine established objectives as well 
as share ideas: a staff representative is actively involved with 
the processing of Title II programs. In turn, a union-wide 
Special Services Consortium now provides the expertise to 
help students with special needs. + 

If it is true that Supervisory reorganization was encour- 
aged in order to improve the services offered by a Super- 
visory Union, then the action taken last July 1, 1974, was 
indeed a good one. The heightened concern with the in- 
structional program is now evident. Matters left undone 
are now priorities and new horizons sought for possible 
implementation. 

In the midst of change, compounded by new appoint- 
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ments in many teaching areas and chief administrative post, 
new Supervisory Union No. 40 began. It is a tribute to the 
work of a dedicated teaching staff, together with the sincere 
efforts of the support services and patience and cooperation 
of the School Board and community that this beginning 
has been auspicious. 

It is, therefore, with appreciation and gratitude that this 
report is being respectfully submitted.

The present 1974-75 school year began with the termina- 
tion of a search by the Mont Vernon School Board to fill 
the Principal position created when Mr. Phil Boucher left 
to head the Special Education Consortium located at the 
Supervisory Union No. 40 office. Mr. Rich Finlaw was 
selected to fill the vacancy with the signing of a three year 
contract. Mr. Finlaw holds a Master’s Degree in Political 
Science and a Master of Education in School Administra- 
tion and Elementary Education. Mr. Finlaw comes to the 
district with several years as a school administrator. 

There have been other staff changes. Members have 
been added, filled vacancies created through resignations, 
or have moved within the system. Mrs. Leslie Wolbers has 
been added as the new Physical Education instructor. She 
presently works on a half-day basis at the McCollom School 
and the Village School. Miss Turcotte moved from the head 
of the sixth year program to head the fifth year program. 
Miss Fort filled the vacancy created when Mr. Bob Andrews 
resigned to work for the Special. Education Consortium,

and she now heads the present sixth year program. At mid- 
year, Mrs. Ann Mallinson resigned due to a transfer by her 
husband, and Mrs. Kathy Willard was nominated to fill that 
position as head of the Grade two/three transition program. 

A Hot Lunch Program was added this year. This program 
is headed by Mrs. Ella Dow and is completely run, and very 
successfully, by volunteer mothers. The present volunteer 
program was continued and in some instances has grown. 
There has been an emphasis towards greater community in- 
volvement in both schools. As a result, information meet- 
ings were scheduled over a four month period to take place 
at the homes of various community members. These meet- 
ings have been attended by the Superintendent, the Prin- 
cipal, teachers, and any parents who desire to pose questions 
and make suggestions as to the operation of the schools. The 
meetings have been very informative, and at times, quite 
Bivelysiciiet «3 | 

‘There has been a thrust this year in the evaluation of 
present program status. As a result, areas of potential weak- 
ness in the curriculum and general program have been 
noted. With the identification of these areas, there has been 
a concentrated effort by staff to work towards the resolution 
of these concerns. Such efforts have paid off in not only 
creating a stronger curriculum, but a faculty that works 
more closely together. 


Staff Development for Educational Personnel 

In June 1971, new State Board recertification regulations 
were adopted. Previous to this time, the process of re- 
certification was to take six (6) credit hours every five (5) 
years. With the new guidelines, all people involved in the 
direct delivery of educational services to children must show 
proof of continuous growth, professionally and personally, 
to continue teaching. A teacher, to grow professionally, 
must meet the needs of his District’s children. 

As of July 1, 1975, a Local Master Plan for Staff Develop- 
ment must be submitted to the State Department for ap- 
proval. A local Staff Development Committee including 
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staff members from Supervisory Unions No. 40 and No. 41 
have been involved in developing a local plan. The final 
draft of the plan is being completed. This plan for pro- 
fessional growth of educators will be presented to the staff 
and must be approved by the Superintendent of Schools, 
the local School Board, and the State Department of Educa- 
tion. 

The purpose of the new recertification regulations is to 
improve the quality of education through better prepared 
teachers. A teacher will have the freedom to define his own 
needs and goals within the framework of his Supervisory 
Union/ District’s needs and then to choose alternative routes 
to professional growth. 


Special Education Consortium 


The Special Education Consortium was established in 
July of 1974 as a model project by the New Hampshire De- 
partment of Education under the cooperative sponsorship 
of the Special Education Section and the Title III Office in 
the Division of Instruction. 

The Consortium is an association of Supervisory Unions 
No. 40, No. 41, and No. 63 which include nine school dis- 
tricts with twenty-two schools. The concept of joining to- 
gether to accomplish common goals is in keeping with the 
New Hampshire Department of Education’s emphasis on 
regionalization. It serves as a fixed point of referral, trying 
to coordinate the need for service with the many agencies 
able and willing to help, and with special resources that 
can be developed into regional services. Because the inci- 
dence of many handicapping conditions is fairly low in any 
one district, it is hoped that by organizing service around 
a larger population base, a coordinated program of volun- 
tary sharing will make available to all schools many services 
that individual school districts could not support alone. For 
example, there is the need in the region for specialized 
teachers for the blind and for the deaf. Although no school 
has enough pupils to support a full time teacher in either 
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category; the itinerant teacher program coordinated by the 
Consortium makes a specialized teacher available on a reg- 
ular basis to the schools which need and request this service. 
The Consortium is thus itself a resource to local schools 
prepared, at the invitation of the school, to assist with a wide 
range of services. 

The Special Education Consortium is responsible for as- 
suring proper educational placement of all children with 
special instructional needs who require any form of special- 
ized placement in or out of district. In some cases, arrange- 
ments must be made for a child to go out of his home 
district for appropriate education or training. The process 
of evaluation, determining disability and educational needs 
has become a very complex legal process involving many 
professionals and the parents of the child. The Consortium 
staff coordinates all of these activities including the pro- 
curement of funds for the resulting program. In some cases 
as much as $8,000 is needed to provide a program for a 
single child with special needs. When the child must leave 
his home district for appropriate education, arrangements 
for transportation are also made by the Consortium. Each 
school district has a financial liability for transportation and 
every attempt is made to provide safe transportation in the 
most economical way. Because of the number of children 
attending programs in Manchester, it was found to be more 
economical and safe to provide a fifteen passenger bus 
staffed with a driver and monitor to make three round trips 
to Manchester daily. 

When one considers that between ten and twenty per cent 
of the children in our schools have educational problems 
requiring special attention, the magnitude of the responsi- 
bility shared by state agencies and local school districts 
becomes evident. Many of the problems can be dealt with 
in the public schools. Each school situation like each child 
is different and must be considered individually. 

During the past four months of the academic year, the 
Consortium staff has received in excess of three hundred 
fifty referrals from school personnel, parents, and other 
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agencies. Each referral represents a different set of prob- 
lems and needs and must receive specific attention. 

The staff including one Diagnostic Prescriptive Teacher 
and one Specialist in the assessment of intellectual function- 
ing work full time in the twenty-two public schools assisting 
teachers in the development of individual educational plans 
for children. This assistance may come in the way of an 
individual prescription for a child, in-service training for 
the teacher or special activities with groups of chldren or 
teachers. 

The goal of the Consortium is to provide as much assist- 
ance as possible to avoid fragmenting the child in need of 
special help and to fill the gaps in information and coordina- 
tion which are so frustrating to teachers, parents, and 
agencies whose activities are directed toward meeting these 
needs.

At 9:32 p.m., Mr. Kilian declared the polls closed and 
turned the 235 cast ballots over to Jo Ann K. Smith, School 
District Clerk, for counting. 

At 10:45 p.m., Mr. Kilian read the results of the voting 
and declared the following elected:

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~~ ANNUAL MEETING OF THE 
MONT VERNON SCHOOL DISTRICT 
March 8, 1974 


The annual meeting of.the Mont Vernon School District 
was called to order at 7:30 p.m. by Moderator Walter Kilian. 

Peter Ryder and Peter Dudley, members of Boy Scout 
Troop 420, presented the flag and led the assembly in the 
pledge. — 

Mr. Kilian read the posted call to meeting and indicated 
that he would read each warrant article in its turn to be 
considered. He then called upon Robert Damoiseau who 
introduced the following administrators from Supervisory 
Union No. 40 who were present: Roland Schoepf, Superin- 
tendent of Schools; Julius J. D'Agostino, Assistant Superin- 
tendent; Marion Jacques Dube, Assistant Superintendent; 
and Ann Roberts, Secretary to the Superintendent. Mr. 
Damoiseau also publicly congratulated David Lambarth on 
his election to the School Board. 

Mr. Kilian began consideration of the posted warrant 
articles. 

Article 1. Robert Naber moved that we pass over this 
article on fixing the salaries of School District Officers and 
agents and act on it under Article IX, the budget. Seconded 
by Mr. Damoiseau. So voted. 

Article II. Mr. Damoiseau moved that the School Re- 
ports be accepted as printed. Seconded by Susan Rotch. So 
voted. 

Article III. Mrs. Rotch moved that we pass over this 
article on choosing agents and committees as no action was 
indicated. Seconded by Mr. Damoiseau. So voted. 

Article IV. Mr. Naber moved that the District authorize 
the School Board to make application for and accept on 
behalf of the District any or all grants or other funds for 
educational purposes which may now or hereafter be forth- 
coming from the United States Government or from the 
State of New Hampshire or from any other source. Sec- 
onded by Mr. Damoiseau. So voted. 
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- Article V. Mr. Damoiseau moved that the sum of 
$7,913.00 be raised and appropriated to complete the re- 
quirements of the State Fire Marshal’s report of March 29, 
1973, and other repairs necessary to the building. Mrs. 
Rotch seconded. Mr. Naber listed the work intended to be 
done to the McCollom Building with this money.

Mr. Damoiseau explained that if the building was not 
kept in repair and eventually abandoned, it would cost 
$44,000 to add two classrooms to the Village School Build- 
ing on existing foundations and $30,000 to add one addi- 
tional classroom plus foundation. 

Mrs. Rotch explained that the McCollom trustees had 
been approached about the roof repair but that due to 
limited funds, they suggested getting the money from the 
School District. : 

There was much discussion on the proposal to completely 
enclose the fire escape to prevent ice and snow build-up on 
the steps. Many felt the enclosure would produce a smoke 
hazard as well as being ill-lighted. The cost as proposed 
did not include a metal fire escape or balcony. 

James Gorton moved that the motion be tabled. David 
Trow seconded. The motion to table was defeated by voice 
vote. 
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Carol Donahue moved that $1,100.00 allotted for cover- 
ing the fire escape be deleted from the original figure. 
James Hicks seconded. Mr. Damoiseau suggested that 
amendment not be passed but instead the meeting should 
instruct the School Board to go back to the Fire Marshal 
for clarification of the fire escape issue. The money would 
then be available to begin the correct work. Mrs. Donahue 
and Mr. Hicks agreed to withdraw the motion to amend. 
Mrs. Rotch, School Board Chairman, agreed to seek guid- 
ance from the Fire Marshal on the fire escape. 

The original motion was put to a voice vote and passed. 

Article VI. Mrs. Rotch moved that the District, pursu- 
ant to RSA 31:105 provide indemnification for school ad- 
ministrators, school board members, district officers or 
agents from personal loss or expense including reasonable 
legal fees and costs, if any, arising out of any claim, demand, 
suit, or judgment by reason of negligence or other act re- 
sulting in accidental injury to a person or accidental dam- 
age to property providing the indemnified person was at the 
time of the accident within the scope of his employment 
or office. Mr. Damoiseau seconded. 

Mrs. Rotch explained that this article had no cost asso- 
ciated with it, that Article VII provided liability insurance 
to cover this indemnification, and that the cost of the in- 
surance would be included in the budget appropriation. 
The actions of School Volunteers under supervision of an 
employed teacher would be covered but an individual vol- 
unteer would not be covered against personal suit. 

Mrs. Rotch moved to amend the main motion by adding 
the words “and all employees” after the word “agents.” 
Mr. Damoiseau seconded. | 

David Hayden moved that Article VI be amended to in- 
clude the words “upon passage of Article VI, the School 
District authorizes purchase of insurance to cover the 
Article.” Virginia Harcovitz seconded. Mr. Hayden’s 
amendment passed by voice vote. 

The vote on Mrs. Rotch’s amendment was passed by 
voice vote. 
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Vote was taken on the main action as amended twice and 
it was passed unanimously. 

Article VII. Mr. Naber moved that this article provid- 
ing liability insurance be passed over as it had already been 
voted under Article VI. Mr. Damoiseau seconded. So voted. 

Article VIII. Mr. Damoiseau moved that the School 
District increase the School Board from three to five mem- 
bers as provided in the N.H. Revised Statutes Annotated 
Relating to Public Schools, Chapter 197, Section 15, with 
one new member elected for two years and one member 
elected for three years, the same to be elected at the next 
annual school meeting. Thomas Buchert seconded. 

Mr. Kilian announced that the vote would be taken by 
paper ballot and checklist. He appointed David Brown and 
Sandra Dudley as ballot clerks. 

Proponents of the measure indicated a five-person board 
is the current trend and would provide a broader base for 
responsibility, work load, and gaining consensus of towns- 
people. Opponents of the motion indicated that the three- 
person board is more typical of other districts with enroll- 
ments similar to Mont Vernon and that Supervisory Union 
No. 40 administrative staff and citizen committees were 
available to assist the board with its work load. Seventy 
ballots were cast. There were 27 Yes and 43 No. Mr. Kilian 
declared the motion defeated. 

Article IX. Mrs. Rotch moved that the sum of 
$325,500.99 be raised and appropriated for the support of 
the schools, for the payment of salaries for School District 
officials and agents, and for payment of the statutory obli- 
gations of the district. Mr. Damoiseau seconded. 

Mrs. Rotch read through the budget by individual series 
and answered questions about the budget. Provisions of a 
new five-year bus contract which is currently being nego- 
tiated with low bidder George Munro were explained. 

Under Series 900, the School Board explained that New 
Hampshire State Legislation now requires a Hot Lunch 
program. A hot sandwich program provided by the Stewart 
Sandwich Company supplemented by fruit or vegetable, 
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milk and butter supplied by the District would comply with 
requirements. The $4,000.00 appropriated to set up the 
program: would be retrievable from Federal funds. The 
program would be voluntary for the students who would 
bear the cost of. their own lunch. The School Board hopes 
that volunteer help can be used to run the program on a 
jie basis. 

The budget motion was passed unanimously by voice vote. 

Mrs. Damoiseau asked about a rumor that the TV set was 
being used for soap operas. The Principal indicated this was 
not so and would not be allowed. 

Article X. Mr. Kilian thanked the Copper Trey Res- 
taurant in Manchester for making the public address sys- 
tem available. . 

Mr. Kilian satmodaaed Phil Boucher, Elementary School 
Principal, and Mr. Andrews and. Miss F ort, teachers in the 
schools. He thanked Robert Damoiseau for six years of 
service on the School Board. |

A. Special Meeting: of Mont Vernon School District was 
called to. order by Moderator Walter Kilian at 7:30 p.m.

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Judith Shea moved that Article I, to see if the District 
will vote to approve the provisions of and participate in the 
New Hampshire Educational Voucher Project commencing 
with the 1974-75 school year, be approved as read. Walker 
Brown seconded. 

Linda Brown, a member of the Citizens’ Committee in 
Support of the Voucher Plan, made a statement explaining 
her position in favor of the Voucher System. 

Robert O’Halloran moved that Article I be amended so 
that the School District would apply for a special planning 
available to allow for a year’s further study of the plan 
while still remaining eligible. Sam King seconded. 

The School Board indicated favor of trying the experi- 
ment for 1974-75. Robert Naber explained the Federal 
funding of the Program. 

Vote on the amendment was taken by ballot and check- 
list. Mr. Kilian appointed Margaret Clark and William 
Lamson ballot clerks. There were 82 ballots cast with 30 
Yes and 52 No. The amendment was defeated. 

After much discussion both for and against the main 
motion, a vote by ballot and checklist was taken. There 
were 83 ballots cast with 37 Yes and 46 No. Mr. Kilian de- 
clared Article I defeated.
